~ gal flights and formation flights in elements of 
two and five to six.

Single-engine, lowewlng 
monoplane No 8 landed on the fiela in front of the 
hangars at about 4.p.m. on 24 .arch 1950. neason 
for the landing could not be determined. The dei~ 
aged plane was salvaged soon after landing. 
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Only individual biplane flights were made between 
4 and 10 .arch 1950, in bad weather, apnarently for 
meteorological purpose®. 


Formation flying with an average of eight planes, 
Low-level attacks on the airfield area and air 
combat were practiced between 11 and 26 arch 1950, 
in favorable weatner.

The ground attack aircraft had propeller hubs of 
different colors, 35 to 40 blue, 15 to 18 yellow and 
15 to 20 white. The planes with white hubs presumably 
arrived at the field recentiy. 
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9, a. Construction work on the runway was resumec. Lx- 
cavation work for the drainage system had been 
completed all along the landing field, and extenced 

beyond the Keethen-dderitz road. Gravel, 
cement, sand and sewage pipes were continually 
being hauled to the fleld. The fuel dump received 
fuel from three rallroad tank cars. Excavation 
work was being done in the fuel dum, apparently 
for the installation of a new container.
